How Unemployment Will 
Solve Itself 


By Lord Apsley, D.8.0. 


In spite of all ‘effoyts, official and 
unofficial, to counteract it, the idea 
that Britain intends to make use of 
State-nided migration in order to 
dump her unemployed on the Domini- 
ons still appears to hold its ground in 
the Dominions—and even in this 
country. 


Yet figures show that migration 
from this country has always been 
greater in times of our most marked 
prosperity. 

Let us stop talking about emigra- 
tion as a cure for unemployment and 
say frankly that we view with dis- 
may the slacking off in migration, not 
because we are over-populated, or the 
Dominions are under-populated, but 
because of the effect it has on inter- 
Imperial trade, on which both we and 
they depend for the prosperity of 
our existing populations. ; 

We can solve our unemployed be 
lem ourselves by fostering the revival 
of industry and agriculture and by an 
improved Poor’, Law system—all of 
which ts under way—and will solve} 
it provided that we are not disturbed 
by political or economic crises during | 
the period of convalescence. { 

As a matter of fact, even ‘without | 
this expected improvement oft trade | 
and agriculture, the unemployment 


question wil have largely solved itself 
by 1933. The drop in the birth-rate 
from 1915 onwards will by then be

bor market—ift prosperity increases, 
there may be a shortage of labor.

Distance of Bearings 


Radio bearings are frequently tak- 
en at distances of 100 to 200 miles, 
and the possibilities a to distance ap- 
pear to be HMmited mainly by what is 
worth while in navigatio:.. 

This system not only greatly facill- 
tates And safeguards the navigation 
of vessels in approaching the coasts 
and making harbor entrances, but it 
enables vessels to take bearings on 
each other when approaching in fog, 
‘and thus to avoid collision. This 
important, use of radio bearings be- 
tween ship and ship is already ¢om- 
monly employed. There are import- 
ant possibilities in its further develop- 
ment through the use on ships of low 
automatic radio transmitters. 

The radio compass has made pos- 
sible some of the most notable ocean 
rescues of recent years by giving 4 
means of locating the vessel in dis- 
tress through radio bearings. In 4 
number of great rescues in the north 
Atlantic there is a strong probability 
that the radio compass alone made it! 
possible to find the sinking ships and 
rescue the crews. ; 

The radio beacons may be placed 
at any lighthouse or on any lightship 
at reasonable cost and the expense of 
maintenance is moderate, as no addl-

The Darwin Reaction 


So the matter stood, till Darwin 
published The Origin of Species. 
Then came the deluge. Well, deluges 
may often make barren land spring 
forth into fresh growth, and so did 
Darwin's epoch-making work. Yet 
they may also prove harmful, and we 
are only now slowly correcting two 
popular mistakes about religion which 
arose through misinterpreting the 
idea of evolution, 


The first mistake was to assume 
that religion sprang from barbarous 
customs and gross superstitions of 
early man, and hence was @ mere sur- 
vival of cupidity and fear. We need 
not discuss here the theories of the 
origin of religion. A word coined by 
Dr. Otto, the Numinous (that is, the 
mysterious and awe-inspiring), is of- 
ten used today, and it is probable 
that this ‘Numinous’ side of nature 
first impressed man to think about 
the invisible order of things, and sure- 
ly there is nothing ignoble in that, 
however ignoble many primitive be- 
liefa amd customs may have been! 
But however lowly the origins of re- 
ligion, after all our science and our 
art, our philosophy and our musie all 
‘come from the same source. No one 
thinks less of lovely porcelain be- 
cause it came from common clay, nor 
is religion stained by the clay of the 
pit from which it came. 


The second mistake has been much 


reaction against the old idea of man 
as the rational being, lord of creation, 
the’ early evolutionists spoke of man 
as merely a kind of superior beast, 
and assumed that his real world and 
real interests were animal and ma- 
terial, and that religion was a sort of 
extra, added if one cared to do so, 


‘and conceive it so persistently, It fs 


living things. He is like other crea- 
tures; he springs from the same soll, 
and yet there is a difference. 
Take the most savage and prim!- 
tive race you can find. Here,\some 
say, is man, but an inch or so above 
the level of the beasts, Measure that 
inch, if inch it be, and you will see 
it consists In this: for the animal life 
ia to feed and to breed, but it is never 
merely this for the lowllest of sayv- 
ages. They, without exception, be- 
Heve intensely in another. world of 
soul or spirit which bervades the ma- 
terial world. That they conceive such 
an order crudely and sometimes hor 
ribly is not to be wondered at. The 
wonder is that they do conceive it 


that great fach which for ever marks 
out man as more than a mere animal. 
He has, what no other animal has, # 
mind wider than his material environ. 
ment. 


The Soul and Body of Religion. 


You may think I have led you @ long 
way to reach this point, yet it is es- 
sential to grasp it. We must learn 
to distinguish between the soul and 
the body of religion. The body is its 
creeds, churches, organization. The 
soul is this ceaseless sense in us that 
there is a reality beyond the world 
of our enses. Every normal human 
being needs an avenue by which to 
get away from the world of outward 
things and’ get in touch with the great 
invisible world, and needs it because 
of the .very character of the human 
mind. / 

There are plenty who say that have 
no. belief in churches, creeds and 
ritual, but such things are no more 
religion than trumpets, jews’-harps or 
saxophones are music. Religion is 
contact with that something beyond; 
and we can no more help messages | 
from the greater world stirring our 
soul, than we can help the messages 
of sight, touch, and so forth, that our 
senses bring us; for man’s mind re- 
sponds both to the physical and the 
spiritual environment. That is why 
in everyone, somewhere, lie the roots 
of religion, even in our stoutest scep- 
tics. In Browning’s words: 


Just as we are safest, there's a sun- 
set touch, 

A fancy from a flowerbell, someone's 
death, i 

A chorus-ending from Buripides 

And that’s enough for fifty hopes and 
fears 

As old and new at once‘as nature’ 
self A 

To rap and knock and enter at the 
soul,

The usual method of harvesting 
the supply of ice for the farms Is to 
cut it from some nearby . pond, 
stream or lake and haul it home and 
atore it in the ice house, or some 
form of enclosure where it will cover 
deep with dry sawdust. 
of ice should be frée from contam~ 
ination and clean of weeds and otker 
vegetable matter. . 

Harvesting the Crop. 

The method consists of the follow- 
ing operations,— 

(1) Cleaning off the snow, if any, 
by means of a suitable form of scrap- 
er. The snow is either dragged off to 
the shore or pulled into windrows, 
depending on the size of the area. 

(2) Marking off the ice into 
squares or laying off the field. This 


operation should be done accurately | 


in order to have blocks of equal size 
and cut straight and even to make 
handling and packing in the house as 
economical as possible. Success in 
this depends largely on getting the 
first line straight, and this can be 


done by stretching a line between two | 


stakes and placing a straight edge 
board 12 or 14 feet long along the 
line, and marking the ice with hand 
tool or hand plough along the edge 
of the board. The board is moved 
along as the marking is done, piece 
by piece. After marking in one direc- 
tion is completed it is necessary to 
establish a line across the area which 
‘is at right angles to the first direc- 
tion. Probably the best way to start 
this is by using a carpenter’s large 
square made of pieces of straight- 
edge boards 10 or 12 feet long, and 
tled across the corner to hold them 
fast at angle of 90°.

Outting the Ice. 

: The ice is cut both ways hy either 
a horse-drawn ice plough or a cir- 
cular saw driven by a gasoline en- 
gine, the whole mounted on a sled 
pushed along by hand, The latter 
method of cutting is very satisfactory 
and is .economical, when cutting is 
done on a large scale, as is the case 
with a large lee dealer or group of 
farmers harvesting their ice co-oper- 
atively. The ice field is usually cut 
in one direction with the machine 
and to a point two or three inches 
of the full depth. The long strips 
one way are detached from the field 
by striking into the saw cut with a

When a small quantity 
of ice is harvested the cutting is done 
by saws, 

‘Loading and Packing the Ice. 


} There are several devices used for 
loading the ice on the sleigh; wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
‘amount of ice being handled. The 
main object in this case is to get a 
| mechanical outfit that is cheap, con- 
| Yenient to operate and which will 
gave the handling of the ice by hand. 
A small hoist, or a horse-power driv- 
en elevator answers very well, 

It is-advisable to store the ice on 
cold, dry days as it will be better for 
handling and will keep better after 

{ storage. The cakes should all be the 
| same size, and be evenly cut, in order 
| that they may be packed together 
| with as little alr space as possible. 
Any spaces should be filled with small 
_ pieces of ice. The more compact the 
_mass of ice the better it will keep. 
' Below the ioe there should be a foot 
of dry sawdest or shavings, and as 
the filling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the ice and 
the walls, Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of ice. Pack the ice 
with a little dip toward the centre, 
eo that it cannot press outwards 
against the wails. Alter the ice is 
eirced there should be a couple of 
feet of sawdust put over the top.

The Life-Giving Sun 


(From .an address by Sir Ricbard 

Paget given over the British Radio) 

The sun, from which practically all 
our energy comes, is now believed to 
be just a’ great ball of glowing gas, 
probably liquid at the centre. It ‘is 
about a million miles thick, and over 
90 million miles distant from the 
earth. The sun’s surface is about 
twice as hot as the hottest electric 
furnace, but the interior of the sun os 
very much hotter, and its centre must 
be at the almost incredible tempera- 
ture of 40 to 50 million degrees centi- 
grade—over ten million times hotter 
than our hottest furnace. 

The surface of the san gives our 
light and heat and (as we now know) 
other rays, @ little of which strike our 
earth and keep us alive and warm. 
All these rays are what are now 
called electro-magnetic waves (wire- 
less waves and X-rays are members 
of the same family) and they all 
travel through space at the same ter- 
rific speed of 186,000 miles per second 
go that it takes only 8% minutes 
for the sun rays to reach our earth, 
across a space of nearly 100 million 
miles.

see. Into the heart of this wall, fol- 
lowing the water, the train strikes, 
until the vast ridges of the spine of 
the continent rear up on either side. 
The rock forms are fantastic, and the 
firs which grow in the valley climb 
up until there is no earth left. At in- 
tervals the stream broadens out into 
little lakes, so still that they mirror 
the peaks as clearly as any glass. 
The valley narrows, and a halt marks 
the Great Divide. The water now 
falls west to the Pacific, and there is 
a sharp drop by means of spiral tun- 
nels. From now onwards the train 


ely follows first one valley and then an- 


other. The curves are so violent and 
make such hairpin bends that the 
engine driver and guard could almost 
shake hands as the long train turns 
and loops about itself. 

The line climbs again over the Sel- 
kirk Range, and it is with regret that 
the traveller finds himself debarred!

Sir Cecil Says: — 

“Ha lives enveloped in mystery, and 
there bre strange stories of the dit. 
ficulty which is encountered by any- 
one oyen tn the highest position who 
desires to have access to him, On the 
other hand, there apear to be numer- 
ous unofficial counsellors who have 
long and intimate conversations and 
convey mystecious but authentic mess- 
ages. 

“None of the allied Embassies have 
had any access to him at all except 
the French, and to Jusserond he has 
gaid nothing of any importance. He 
sedulously avoided committing him- 
self on any important question, There 
are rumors that Bernstorff has a 
readier means of access, but these 
rumors, though often repeated, are 
uncomfirmed, Here we regard the 
White House rather as Vesuvius fs 
regarded in Naples, that is, as a mys- 
terlous source of unexpected explo- 
sions. 

“T have been in Russia, Berlin, Con- 
stantinople and Persia, which are all 
popularly supposed to be autocratic 
governments, But I have never known 
aby government s0 autocratic as this,” 
he says in another contribution bedr- 
ing on this point. “This does not mean 
that the President acts without con- 
sulling the popular will, On the con- 
trary, his bellef and practice is that 
he must not lead the people until he 
knows which way ‘they want to go.” 

“But his interpretation of the oracle 
is his own secret, he consults It alone, 
he makes his own interpretation, and 
he acts-according to his own judg- 
ment of what the people desire 
should be done. To curse him as 
many people do would be as wise as 
to curse the weather, or rather as to 
curse the weather cock. But the mys- 
terlous way in which he moves makes 
everything a matter .of divination 
rather than diplomacy.” 

“If we want to borrow money here,” 
jhe wrote on another occasion, “it is 
ino good saying that the Americans 
are money grubbers, If they weren't, 
they would not have sold us arms, or 
‘lent us money. You shouldn’t buy 
sugar of a man and sneer at him for 
being a grocer.”

Bone Soup 


Ingredients: — 1% Ibs. of bones, 
cooked or uncooked, 1 carrot, 1 onion, 
% turnip, % a strip of celery ,a bou- 
quet-garni (parsley, thyme, bayleaf) 
6 peppercorns, 1 clove, 1 tablespoon- 
ful of fine sago, crushed taploca, or 
semolina, 1 oz. of fat, salt, 3 pints of 
water. Method:—Break the bones 
into smal pleces, and fty them in the 
hot fat until well browned. Put fn 
the water and a teaspoonful of salt, . 
bring to the boil and skim well. Add 
the prepared vegetables (cut into 
thick slices)? herbs, peppercorns, and © 
cloves, and cook gently for about 5 
hours, skimming occasionally. Strain, 
return to the saucepan, season to 
taste, and when the soup boils 
sprinkle in. the sago, or whatever 
farinaceous substance is used, simmer 
for about 10 minutes longer to cook 
the sago, then serve. .Time:—About 
hours. Sufficient for 4 or 6 persons. 
Note:—The stock of this soup could . 
be made the day before the soup is 
wanted, and the sago sprinkled in 
when re-heated. 


Cod, Curried 


Ingredients /—2 Ib. of cod, 1 pint of 
white stock (@sh or meat), 2 oz. of 
butter or good fat, 1 tablespoon{ul of 
flour, 1 dessertspoonful of curry pow- 
der, 1 medium-sized onion, salt and 
pepper, cayenne, a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, Method:—Wash and dry 
the cod, and cut it into pleces about 
1% inches square. Melt the butter 
or fat in a saucepan, fry the cod 
slightly, then take out and set aside. 
Add the sliced lemon, flour, and curry 
powder to the fat in the stew pan, and 
try for about 15 minutes, stirring con- 
tinuously to prevent the onion becom- 
ing too brown, then pour in the stock, 
stir until it bolls, and afterwarda eim- 
mer gefitly for about 20 minutes. 
Strain and return to the saucepan, 
add lemon juice and seasoning to 
taste, bring nearly to boiling point, 
then put in the fish, cover closely, and 
draw aside for about % an hour, or 
until the fish becomes thoroughly 
blended with the flavor of the sauce.

Brockville, Ont. Feb. 19—Cleveland 
interests, it was announced here to- 
day, will establish a plant here with- 
in a short period of time for the 
grinding of feldspar with which to ca 
ter to both the domestic and foreign 
trades and eventually will open a fur- 
ther plant for the manufacture of tile 
and similar products. The concern, to 
be known as The Feldspar Company 
of Canada, is connected with plants in 
Cleveland and Warsaw N.Y. and is 
controlled by A. H. Martin, of Cleve- 
land. A factory will be built immed- 
iately on a site adjacent to the indus- 
trial area and the raw feldspar will be 
obtained in Hastings and. Lanark 
counties. 

The principal deposit of feldspar 
in Hastings County is in Monteagle 
township, Mr. W. H. Nugent, county 
clerk, told The Intelligencer this af- 
ternoon in discussing this news.
